The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  1937  Ls  4.8  1,000  births.  The 

rate  for  legitimate  children  is  44.2  per  1,000  and  ;V.r  il*c-gitimate  children 
100.9  per  1,000  births.  The  figure  for  England  and  is  58  per  1,000 

births. 

Matern.al  Mort.ality. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  Puerperal  Sep.si.-.  ar.d  'uur  from  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  in  1937,  compared  with  2 Sepsis  and  4 i- in  1936.  The 
Maternal  Death  Rate  is  3.77  per  1,000  live  births  -a .Compared  with  3.81 
in  1936.  The  rate  per  1,000  total  births  (live  and  .*tili>  3.67  as  compared 
with  3.11  for  England  and  Wales. 
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Tuberculosis. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis  for  the  year  1937  shows  a decrease 
compared  wnth  1936.  The  Death  Rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
is  0.513  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  that  from  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis  is  0.0S2  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  total  Tuberculosis 
Death  Rate  is  0.595  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  0.720  in  1936.  The 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  total  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  was 
0.695  in  1937. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  much  the  same  as  in  1936, 
the  number  of  notifications  in  1937  being  537,  against  536  in  1936.  The 
Death  Rate  from  Influenza  i.s  higher  than  in  1936.  The  Death  Rate 
from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  is  2.5  per  1,000  births  for  1937,  as  compared 
rvith  3.2  per  1,000  births  in  1930.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
is  5.3  per  1,000  births  in  1937. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

The  treatment  of  women  suffering  from  Puerperal  Fever  and 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  the  Hereford 
General  Hospital,  subject  to  certain  rules  and  conditions. 

Eight  cases  of  Puerperal  Fev'er  and  S of  PjTexia  were  treated  during 
1937. 

Difficult  Labour. 

Cases  of  difficult  labour  are  treated  at  the  Hereford  General 
Hospital.  78  cases  were  dealt  with  during  1937. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatoru.m. 

Eight  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  treated  at  the  Hereford 
Eye  Hospital  during  the  year. 

Venereal  Dise.ases. 

Specimens  of  blood  for  Wasserraann  Reaction  are  sent  to  Birming- 
ham University  and  films  for  Gonococci  are  examined  at  the  County 
Laboratory.  Whenever  a positive  Wassermann  reaction  is  found,  a 
confidential  letter,  without  any  name  being  mentioned,  is  sent  to  the 
medical  practitioner  concerned  offering  treatment  for  his  patient  at  the 
Clinic.  The  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Isolation  Block  of  the  Hereford  Public 
Assistance  Institution,  and  in-patient  treatment  is  also  provided  for  in 
the  same  Institution,  at  the  Herefordshire  General  Flospital  and  at 
Cleveland  House,  Wolverhampton. 

County  Labor.atory. 

4,977  Specimens  were  examined  in  1937,  as  compared  with  4,497 
in  1936,  The  work  is  useful  in  controlling  epidemics,  and  positive  results 


of  swabs  are  phoned  to  the  doctors  and  also  to  the  District  Medical  Officers 
of  Health,  so  that  immediate  steps  can  be  taken. 


Mental  Deficiency. 

Cases  of  Mental  Deficiency  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical 
Adviser  by  various  voluntary  and  other  agencies.  Provision  is  made 
for  adult  cases  at  Ross  Institution,  which  is  certified  by  the  Board  of 
Control,  and  where  suitable  training  is  available  in  mat-making  under 
the  supervision  of  an  attendant.  The  accommodation  at  Ross  is  to  be 
extended  to  house  40  female  defectives,  and  40  male  defectives  ^vill  be 
provided  for  at  Weobley.  Children  will  be  sent  to  suitable  Institutions 
outside  the  County.  Very  considerable  difficulty  continues  to  be  ex- 
perienced in  finding  vacancies  for  low  grade  children. 

I have  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Public  .\s3istance  and  Public 
Health  and  other  Committees  for  their  continued  co-operation  and 
support.  I also  wish  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  District  Medical 
Officers  and  Stafi  for  their  valued  assistance  and  co-operation.

During  the  year  1937,  65  deaths  were  directly  ar.-ibuiable 
to  Tuberculosis.  Of  this  number,  56  of  the  deaths  were  caused 
by  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (Phthisis),  and  9 by  other  ' ,)>>ercular 
diseases. 

Compared  with  1936,  therefore,  there  were  14  deaths 
from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis.

TUBERCULOSIS. 


Notification,  Etc. 

The  number  of  Pulmonary  Cases  notified  during  1937  was 
22  less,  and  the  number  of  non-Pulmonary  Cases  notified  was 
1 greater  than  in  1936. 

At  Nieuport  Sanatorium,  Almeley,  provided  by  the  County 
Council,  provision  is  made  for  the  treatment  of  34  adults  and  28 
children.  The  Children’s  Block  is  entirely  separated  from 
“ Nieuport  House,”  where  the  adults  are  accommodated.  There 
are  also  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  at  Hereford,  Bromyard,  Kington, 
Leominster,  Ross,  and  Ledbury,  full  particulars  being  given  as 
to  situation  and  time  of  clinic  on  page  38  of  this  Report.  . 

Camp  Meadow  Hospital,  Ross,  was  opened  on  1st  June,  1936, 
for  the  treatment  of  advanced  cases.  There  are  1 1 beds  available. 
Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of 
Abdominal,  ileningeal.  Glandular,  Genito-Urinary  and  Miliary 
Tuberculosis  at  the  Herefordshire  General  Hospital. 

There  is  still  difficulty  in  obtaining  early  cases  for  Sanatorium 
and  the  patients  admitted  to  Sanatorium  contain  a fairly  large 
proportion  of  advanced  cases. 

The  Tuberculosis  ^ledical  Officers  are  always  willing  to  examine 
doubtful  cases.  Such  cases  can  be  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  for 
further  observation,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  get  X-Ray  films 
taken  either  at  the  Herefordshire  General  Hospital,  or  at 
Nieuport  Sanatorium, 
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Surgical  Tuberculosis.  ' 

Four  beds  at  The  Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopasdic 
Hospital  are  available  for  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis,  and  these 
have  been  occupied  continuously  throughout  the  year.  Four 
beds  are  available  for  Lupus  Cases  at  The  London  Hospital, 
Whitechapel. 

General. 

During  1937,  56  deaths  occurred  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
— 32  males  and  24  females.  Of  these  1 male  and  1 female  were  not 
notified.  Nine  deaths  occurred  from  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
— 5 males  and  4 females  ; 2 males  were  not  notified.  The  ratio 
of  non-notified  Tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  Tuberculosis  deaths 
is  therefore  4 to  65  or  1 ; 16. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  or  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925, 
Section  62,  during  the  year. 

Very  close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Sanitary- 
Authorities,  and  copies  of  Laboratory  Reports  oxi  analyses  of 
Sputa,  etc.,  are  sent  to  Sanitary  Authorities  for  their  information, 
and  those  Authorities  materially  assist  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  by 
undertaking  the  disinfection  of  shelters. 

Patients  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Health  Visiting  Staff 
on  their  discharge  from  Sanatorium.  _ 

A large  arnount  of  work  is  done  in  regard  to  non-Pulmonary 
cases  by  the  local  Orthopaedic  After-Care  Committee — a voluntary 
organisation  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society — 
which  is  a most  efficient  body  of  workers.  Clinics  are  held  at 
Hereford,  Leominster  and  Ledbury-,  under  the  supervision  of  a 
Surgeon  from  The  Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopaedic 
Hospitad.

Treatment. 

During  the  year  the  Dispensaries  dealt  with  698  separate 
attendances  of  patients,  invohing  610  patients;  248  new  cases 
came  under  review. 

The  function  of  the  Dispensary'  is  to  decide  what  form  of 
treatment  is  suitable  for  each  case.  Early  cases  only,  if  possible, 
should  be  sent  to  Sanatorium.  Late  cases  are  treated  at  Camp 
Meadow  Hospital,  Ross,  and  other  cases  of  Glandular,  Abdominal, 
Meningeal,  Genito-Urinary  and  MiUary  Tuberculosis  are  now 
treated  at  the  Herefordshire  General  Hospital. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  received  treatment 
at  The  Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopaedic  Hospital  during 
the  year — 7 males  and  7 females. 

One  case  of  Lupus  in  a female  was  treated  at  The  London 
Hospital.  One  case,  a female,  was  seen  as  an  out-patient. 

Thirteen  males — 2 Pulmonary  and  11  non-P-uhnonary — and 
9 females — 1 Pulmonary,  7 non-Pulmonary  and  1 Observation  case 
— were  treated  at  the  Herefordshire  General  Hospital. 

Tables  D and  E on  pages  35  and  36,  show  the  e.xtent  of  institu- 
tional treatment  at  Nieuport  Sanatorium,  Camp  Meadow  Hospital, 
Ross-on-Wye,  and  Public  Assistance  Institutions.

The  Hospital  is  proving  ver\'  useful,  and  27  patients  have 
been  treated  during  the  year  1937. 

The  patients  there  are  made  as  comfortable  as  possible,  and 
well  looked  after — in  fact  some  have  improved  so  much  in  condition 
that  they  have  been  discharged  to  their  homes,  and  two  were 
transferred  to  Nieuport  Sanatorium.

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

The  provision  in  respect  of  Infectious  Diseases  Isolation 
Hospitals  remains  much  the  same.  The  Hereford  Rural  District 
Isolation  Hospital  is  available,  by  arrangement,  for  patients  from 
the  whole  County,  e.xcepting  Hereford  City; 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

By  the  Approved  Scheme  one  Treatment  Centre  is  provided 
at  the  Isolation  Block  of  the  Hereford  Public  Assistance  Institution 
for  the  whole  County,  and  is  under  the  care  of  a physician  and  a 
surgeon  who  have  specialised  in  these  diseases.  Arrangements  are 
made  with  Birmingham  University  Pathological  Department  for 
the  Wassermann  tests,  etc.,  and  with  the  County  Laboratory  for 
the  microscopical  work.  In-patient  treatment  is  also  provided 
for  at  the  same  institution  and  at  Hereford  General  Hospital 
for  cases  requiring  operation. 

The  Clinic  is  available  for  the  entire  County,  and  is  also  open 
to  patients  from  the  County  of  Radnor. 

The  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Isolation  Block,  Hereford  Public 
Assistance  Institution,  at  the  following  hours  : — 

Tuesdays,  6-7  p.m. — Females. 

Wednesdays,  1.30  to  2.30  p.m. — Males  and  Females. 

Fridays,  6-7  p.m. — Males. 

The  Clinic  is  open  to  Males  for  irrigation  daily  (except 
Sundays)  between  6 and  7 p.m.

The  present  airangem.ents  are  fairly  adequate  and  the  co- 
operation of  the  medical  profession  is  satisfactory.  On  receipt

• letter  is  sent  to  each  practitioner  whose  patient  has  given  a positive 
result,  together  with  a card  giving  all  particulars  of  the  Clinic  and 
offering  treatment  for  his  patient  under  the  Council's  scheme. 

The  medical  practitioners  in  the  area  are  aU  well  informed 
of  the  facilities  provided  for  diagnosis  and  treatment,  and  that 
they  can  consult  the  medical  officers  of  the  Clinic  by  appointment 
on  any  Clinic  day. 

Fifteen  medical . practitioners,  in  addition  to  the  medical 
officers  of  the  Clinic,  are  qualified  to  receive  free  supplies  of 
arsenobenzene  compounds.

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Two  of  the  formal  samples  were  adulterated,  one  being  deficient 
of  23%  of  Fat  and  the  other  deficient  of  3%  of  Fat.  In  the  former 
case,  the  sample  was  morning’s  milk  not  taken  until  late  in  the 
afternoon,  and  the  deficiency  appeared  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
retailer  had  not  been  stirring  the  milk  in  the  receptacle  in  which 
it  was  kept.  The  vendor  was  cautioned,  as  also  was  the  vendor  of 
the  other  sample. 

An  informal  sample  of  milk  was  reported  to  contain  only  1 -5% 
of  Fat,  a deficiency  of  50  per  cent.  This  was  bottled  milk,  and 
being  of  opinion  that  the  deficiency  was  probably  due  to  a portion 
of  the  contents  having  escaped  during  transit  a further  sample  was 
submitted,  and  this  was  reported  to  contain  4‘1%  of  Fat.

All  the  samples  were  genuine,  and  free  from  preservatives 
and  thickening  substances.

All  the  samples  were  free  from  preservatives  and  the  moisture 
content  below  the  legal  limit  of  16%. 

Lunch  Sausage  and  Lunch  Tongue. 

Sulphur  Dio.xide  and  other  preservatives  were  absent. 

Mincemeat. 

One  of  the  samples  contained  Sulphur  Dio.xide  equal  to  40 
parts  per  million.  As  it  contained  approximately  50%  of  Raisins, 
which  themselves  may  contain  up  to  750  parts  per  million  of  Sulphur 
Dio.xide,  the  sample  could  legally  have  contained  a larger  quantity 
of  that  preservative. 

Camphorated  Oil. 

This  sample  was  slightly  low  in  Camphor,  the  deficiency  being 
3 '5%.  The  attention  of  the  vendor  was  drawn  to  the  Analyst’s 
report.

. Health  Visiting. 

The  present  Scheme,  as  approved  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  was  initiated  in  November,  1917. 

The  present  staff  consists  of  the  Superintendent,  with,  the 
assistance  of  a lady  clerk,  four  fuU  time  and  one  half-time  Health 
Visitors,  Vvorking  in  six  Health  areas.  In  November,  1928,  the 
areas  of  Ledbury  and  Bromyard  were  put  under  the  charge  of  one 
Health  Visitor,  who  is  provided  with  a motor  car.  Within  these 
areas  the  part-time  ser\ice  of  48  local  District  Nurses  is  also  avail- 
able, for  school  and  tuberculosis  work  and  notification  of  birth 
duties. 

In  the  several  areas  the  Health  Visitors,  assisted  by  the  local 
District  Nurses,  visit  the  notified  births,  attend  the  local  Infant 
Welfare  Centres,  visit  all  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  including 
discharged  soldiers,  and  attend  the  local  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. 


Grants  to  District  Nursing  Associations. 

These  have  been  revised  in  consequence  of  the  passing  into  law 
of  the  Midwives  Act  1936.  The  District  Nurses  in  the  various 
areas  undertake  Midwifery  and  Public  Health  work  on  behalf  of 
the  County  Council  by  arrangement  with  the  County  Nursing 
Association.  The  grants  payable  to  districts  with  a population 
over  1,200  is  66%,  and  to  districts  under  1,200,  55%  of  the  cost 
of  the  whole  of  the  work  in  each  district.

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  up  to  five  years 
of  age  are  seen  at  the  Voluntary  Child  Welfare  Centres.  Ante- 
Natd  advice  is  given  at  the  Centres.  Ante-Natal  visits  are  also 
paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  different  areas  and  advice  given. 
There  are  no  Hospitals  run  by  the  County  Council  for  the  reception 
of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children. 

The  arrangements  for  out-patient  orthopaedic  treatment  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age  is  undertaken  by  the  Local  Ortho- 
paedic After-Care  Committee,  as  described  under  Tuberculosis. 

Cases  of  difficult  labour  have  been  treated  at  the  Hereford 
General  Hospital. 

Milk  (Mothers  .\nd  Children)  Order,  1918. — ^The  Order 
has  been  in  force  during  the  year,  and  is  operative  within  the 
County  area  as  a whole.  No  scale  of  wages  has  been  adopted  by 
the  Council,  the  basis  of  distribution  being  largely  destitution. 
Every  case  is  carefully  scrutinised  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  all 
information  as  to  wages,  number  in  faniily,  etc.,  is  transmitted  to 
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the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  special  forms.  Applica- 
tions come  through  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  medical  practi- 
tioners, local  nurses,  and  Health  Visitors.  During  the  period  in 
question  these  cases  were  dealt  with  at  a cost  of  £108  Os.  Od.
